BY-LAW NO. i82. 


To confirm By-Laws passed by the Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Walsingham, passed in open session, on 20th day 
of January 1873, 22nd day of September, 1873, and the 13th 
day of May, 1873. 


Passed on 5th day of December, 1873. 


WHEREAS by a certain Act of the Provincial Parliament, of the 
Province of ,Canada, passed in the 29th and 30th years of the Reign 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled an Act respecting the Mu- 
nicipal Institutions of Upper Canada, it is by section 345 sub section 
No. 2, of Chapter 51 enacted that no By-Law passed by‘a Minor

Municipality under the provisions for the conveyance of ‘an griginal 
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road allowance, shall have any force until corfirmed by a By-Law of 
the Council of the County, in which the Minor Municipality is 
situated. 

And whereas a certain By Law passed in accordance with the above 
recited Act, by the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Walsingham, at a session of the said Council held on the/20th day of 
January, 187 3, authorising the Reeve to convey a portion. of the 
original road i Graties Bébwrodh Lots 18 and 19in the 10th concession, 
of the Township of Walsingham, to Robert Craig, in lieu of ‘a road 
being laid out as per survey and plan of T. W. Walsh, Esq.. Pro- 
vincial Land Surveyor, as annexed to the By-Law passed by the said 
Council. 
~ Also a By-Law passed by the Council of the Corporatinn, of the 
Township of .Walsingham, on the 22nd day of September, 1873, to 
establish the present ‘plank road across concession 12, of Walsingham 
as the centre Town Line of the said Townsbip, and to convey the 
original road allowance between Lot 12 and 13 of -said concession, to 
the persons owning Lot 13 in the said concession. 

Also a By-Law ‘passed by the Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Walsingham, on the 13th day of May, 1873, to convey 
original road allowance between Lots 12 and. 13, in the 11th conces- 
sion of said Township, to Henry J. Killmaster, Esq., instead of the 
site of the present plank road formerly established and taken from 
the said Lot, No. 12. 

And be it further enacted that the Reeve is hereby empowered to 
sign all necessary conveyances to the said parties. 

“1.—Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk, in Council assembled, that the said By-Laws 
be, and are hereby ratified and confirmed.

TO THE 10 THE WARDEN AND COUNCILLORS OF THE e COUNTY 
OF NORFOLK, IN COUNCIL ASSEMBLED,—., 


The Inspector of the Poor House and Industrial Farm, repectfully 
reports : 





That, during the year ending the first day of December, 1878, 
there have been in the Poor House, for a longer or shorter period, 
sixty one inmates ; the average for the year being thirty-four, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallis, and one assistant, making in the ‘whole thirty-seven 
to provide for. There are now in the House, thirty-nine persons— 
twenty-four maies and fifteen females. They are from—

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I find that the cost of each inmate for the year, for fuel, board, 
clothing, and bedding, amounts to $34.03, and adding the interest on 
the money expended for the House, buildiugs, repairs, etc., and also 
the salaries of the several officers, (for which see the staterent an- 
nexed,) and taking into account the produce of the farm, the total 
cost to the County for each inmate amounts to $52.86 for the past 
year. — 

The inmates are well cared for, and are as comfortable as circum- 
stances will admit ; but the House not being well arranged and too. 
small for the purpose for which it was intended, it is impossible to 
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‘keep the sexes apart, or to keep the children from the aged, which is 
very desirable when practicable ; but to put up buildings that would 
be suitable in every respect would take a large ovtlay of: money, per- 
haps more than would be advisable at present, and also a large sum 
annually to carry it out successfully, for it would require officers to 
attend to each separate division. 

There is one thing that I would most ear nestly, yet respectfully : 
urge upon the Reeves, that there should be great caution used in 
sending to the Poor House persons of bad and profane habits, for 
where all in some measure associate together in one house, the wick- 
ed will contaminate the rest, and consequently demoralise the whole, 
and especially the youthful portion of the inmates. I'am very sure 
that Mr. and Mrs. Wallis do all in their power to watch over the 
poor unfortunates under their charge, and to keep them apart so as to — 
prevent immorality ; but it is impossible for them to counteract the 
evil tendency of corrupt associations. I would also state with 
pleasure that Mrs. Willis is entitled to every consideration for the 
care and interest she takes in the comfort and well-being of the in- 
mates, at the same time using évery economy consistent with their 
necessities. It is a hard task, and there are but few that could give 
the satisfaction that she does.
